Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 4-7, 9-16 and 18-19 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art fails to disclose or fairly suggest: 

a) A clock regeneration circuit including a second resistor connected between a second 
one of the input terminals of the differential amplifier and one of the pair of reference voltages, 
in combination with the remaining claimed limitations, as called for in independent claims 4 and 
1 1; and 

b) A clock regeneration circuit, in which the source of clock pulses is a transistor- 
transistor logic circuit having an output transistor, such output transistor having an emitter and 
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collector coupled between the pair of reference potentials, and including a coupling resistor R5 
serially connected between the collector electrode and the non-inverting input though the 
transmission line, such resistor R5 being selected to provide a predetermined proper voltage 
swing across the non-inverting and inverting inputs, in combination with the remaining claimed 
limitations as called for in claim 10 or claim 16.
